MR. BLYTHE'S ADMISSION IN 
MONAGHAN. 


Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for Finance, 
addressed two meetings in County Monaghan 
yesterday. At Donaghmoyne he was subjected 
to some slight interruptions, with shouts of 
‘Up, O'Donnell ” and .“ Up, de Valera. 
The former cry was the more general. The 
great bulk of the audience listened attentively 

, the Minister. At Broomfield, later on, he 
had quite an enthusiastic reception from a 
large throng of people. 

At Donaghmoyne Mr. Blythe said that there 
were people who blamed the Government for 
everything that was wrong in the country, 
down to the bad weather of last week. Those 
people forgot all about the economic factors 
over which the Government had no control. 
One of those factors was the civil war, which 
Mr. de Valera loosed on the country in order 
to make the people bend to his will and which 
cost thirty million pounds. 

A Voice—What about

Mr. Blythe—I do not know anything about 
a two million deficit. You must have dreamt 
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OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

To an “interrupter who raised the question 
of the reduction in the old age pensions, the 
Minister said that there would have been no 
question of cutting down the pensions if Mr. 
de Valera and his friends had not insisted on 
the wastage of that thirty million pounds. 
The people who were interrupting adopted 
the attitude taken up by Mr. de Valera—they 
would not allow the people to decide for them- 
selves. The Government had carried on the 
civil war to the very end, and insisted on 
beating the irregulars flat, in order that the 
ordinary elector might have freedom to decide 
how the country was to be governed, 

Freedom of opinion, freedom to vote would 
not be of much use if there were not along 
with it freedom of speech and freedom to use 
and listen to argument. The Government and 
their supporters never tried to prevent their 
opponents from saying what they wanted to 
public meetings. 

“If,” he added, “ the people, in the exercise 
of their freedom of choice, wish for another 
(,overnment, we will do everything possible 
to help our successors to carry on.” 

Mr. Blythe. continuing. said that com- 
parisons with other countries were made by 
people who said that the cost of government | 
in the Free State was the highest in Europe. 
Those ‘people conveniently forgot that in 
countries such as Denmark, and to some extent 
in England, the local rates had to contribute 
to the cost of some of the services, 
such as...police and education, which 
in ths Free State were entirely a national 
charge. In Denmark the local ratepayers, as 
well as helping to pay for police and. educa- 
tion, have to contribute five-twelfths of the 
cost of old age pensions. When the local 
rates and the national taxes are added to- 
gether, the cost of government in the Irish 
Free State is about equal to that of Den- 
niark. 
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THREE YEARS’ WORK, 

In the three ‘years during which the Go- 
vernment had carried on under conditions of 
peace they had made every effort to reduce 
expenditure, Salaries of officials not covered 
by the Treaty had been reduced, and were 
now lower than those paid in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. Taxation had been 
reduced substantially, but not to the extent 
that the condition of the country needed. 
The present Government had removed the 
duty of 8d. a Ib. on tea, and had reduced 
the duty on sugar from 23d. to 1d. a Ib. 
They had increased the grant in aid of the 
agricultural rates from £600,000 to £1,200,000. 
In Monaghan that meant a _ reduction of 
ls. 3d. in the £ in the county rates, and, 
taking the whole of the twenty-six counties, 
it represented a relief to the rates of one 
shilling and a halfpenny in the &. 

He never claimed that the Government had 
done everything that they ought to have 
done, but he challenged any of their critics 
to say that they had not accomplished a 
great deal im the last three years. If, as 
was rumoured, the Farmers’ Party were 
about to join in with the Government Party,

In the course of a review of the principal 
Acts passed during the last few years, he 
mentioned that the amalgamation of the 
railways had resulted in a reduction of 12!

Captain Redmond wanted to have it both 
ways. He wanted to be on both sides of the 
same question at the same time, ‘‘ Really,” 
asserted Mr. Hogan, “no man is worth a 
damn who does not take a chance, and the 
man who wants to be on the two sides is 
no use to any party or any country.” 

Dealing with. Captain Redmond’s criticism

OUESTIONS, 

“I ask you is there to be a ban on all 
who took part in the Great War? Does the 
Government suggest that the new State is to 
be ashamed of the fact that 50,000 Irishmen 
gave their lives, and that 220,000 more risked 
their lives, and that their friends and relations 
encouraged them at the time, and desire 
to hold them in honour still? What sort of 
national Government is it that suggests such 
an attitude for the Free State? 

“ We have heard many tales of the hard- 
ships undergone by ex-Service men, and when 
we have sought to protect their interests we 
have been assured many a time—by President 
Cosgrave in particular, and his colleagues also 
that ex-Service men .are not to be under 
any ban or disfavour in official circies just 
because they served in the Great War. And, 
yet, the EE gs have multiplied, and they 
have suffered grievous hardships. Is not Mr. 
O'Higgins’s attitude in the Dail the key- 
note of his Government's attitude? Is it not 
the measure of the fairness or unfairness with 
which ex-Service men have been treated? And 
then they ask for the votes of all good 
citizens, to keep them in office, on national 
grounds. 

“I say to you that you should vote for ‘no 
candidate of any party who is not willing to 
pledged himself honestly to work for equal 
rights of citizenship for all Irishmen of every 
political creed, whatever their antecedents and 
whatever their politics or persuasions.

Per- 
sonally I am, and have always been, prepared 
to honour TIreland’s dead—the men who 
honourably fought for Ireland, honestly be- 
lieving that they were forwarding her in- 
terests by the course they adopted, and who, 
in that belief, died for their country, no 
matter on what field they feil.” (Applause.) 


EXPENDITURE—AND A PROMISE. 


Continuing, Captain Redmond said that by 
lavish and ill-directed expenditure the Goyern- 
ment had landed them by oppressive taxation 
and burdensome local rates into a crisis which 
brought bitterness to the hymbler homes in 
the Free State. Mr, Hogan had promised 
creameries, premium bulls, and organised ex- 
port of agricultural produce, but he also 
threatened large numbers that he would put 
the sheriff on them. What was needed was a 
sound economic policy. 

Recently published returns showed that the 
expenditure for the past year exceeded the 
revenue by over two million pounds. This 
could not go on if they were to exist at all, 
The scale of taxation was largely due to ex- 
travagant expenditure. Unnecessary Govern- 
ment departments should be scrapped, others 
should be strictly rationed, and. the expan- 
sion of the Civil Service should be defimtely 
curtailed. The only possible means available 
for the taxpayers of Ireland to bring down 
the present intolerable burden of taxation was 
to bring down the Government. (Applause. 

One of the planks in the programme of the 
National Party was to adjust the incidence of 
taxation in a more fair and equitable way. 
Their first duty would be to reduce income tax 
to one shilling in the pound. (Applause.)

PLEASANT PICTURES OF 
IRISH SCENERY. 


MISS LATITIA HAMILTON’S 
EXHIBITION. 


Miss Letitia thamilton has on view at the 
gallery, 7 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, an 
interesting exhibition of landscapes in oils, 
painted for the most part in various dis- 
tricts in Ireland, from Down to Kerry. 
They are all in the old-fashioned style of 
straight, honest landscape painting, finished 
in the open. Almost without exception they 
give evidence of conscientious, hard . work 
with the brush. They are pleasant to look 
at, and not a few of them prove Miss 
Hamilton to be a distinctive artist with a 
feeling for scenery that is peculiarly her 
own. , 

She is always very happy in her pictures 
of the peatlands of the Midland counties. 
More perhaps than any other Irish painter 
she gets the atmosphere of the bog country, 
its loneliness and its loveliness, especially 
when the evening light softens the sharp- 
ness of the details. In 17 and 37 are two 
characteristic uxamples of her bog pictures, 
with the long road leading far away into 
the unknown land, where the brown land- 
scape ends. She can find beauty even in 
the dull little towns of the peatlands, as 
witness the very charming picture of the 
market place of Monasterevan, in No, ó 

In the bog Miss Hamilton learnt to love 
the donkey and to paint him as he is. One 
always expects to get some delightful 
donkeys in a collection of her canvases, and 
in the present one there are several, of 
which No, 1 is of the best that the artist 
has done. Here is a donkey that could 
develop .only in the bog, where. life..moves 
slowly. He is not altogether awake, and is 
quite content to stand there for hours 
motionless, but for the switch of his ears. 
The technique of this picture is particularly 


ood. 

In “ The Mountains of Mourne ” (9) Miss 
Hamilton has another characteristic picture 
—that of a cosy farmstead, sheltered under 
the hills, and almost resting against the 
clump of trees that protects it from the 
winds. Her Kerry landscapes, notably No 
6, are full of atmosphere; and from s áine 
Dublin one gets, in No. 10, a strong picture 
of light and shade on a sunny, frosty day. 
During the summer Miss Hamilton was in 
Yorkshire, and she has brought back some 
excellent work done in old Richmond and 
in York City. 

An attractive feature of the exhibition 
is a large number of small landscape 
sketches, in cils—just the sort of pictures 
that should appeal to people of taste livin 
in the modern five-roomed house, wit 
limited wall space. 
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DISPUTED PENSIONS. 
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DUNDALK HARBOUR BOARD 
SURCHARGED. 

It is learned in Dundalk, says our cor- 
respondent there, that very considerable 
sums—amounting altogether to several hyn- 
dreds of pounds—have been surcharged 
against: the Chairman (Mr. William Twibill 
and members of the Dundalk Harbour Boare 
by Mr. MecBernard, Local Government 
Department Auditor. 

This is the first occasion in the ninety 
years’ history of the board that the accounts 
have been audited by a Government auditor,

According to the 
auditor there is no statutory authority for

One of the pensions the legality of which 
is questioned is t' -t paid to the late Secre- 
tary, who retired some years ago after forty 
years’ service.

BACH, WAGNER, MOZART. 

The Bach ‘‘ Concerto: in A Minor, fo? 
Violin and String Orchestra,” which was an 
outstanding feature of the Dublin Orchestral 
Society 's concert at the Gaiety Theatre last 
night, was a delightful revelation of Bach, 
the poet-musician, as against the better 
known Bach of devotionalism and imcom- 
parable fugal structure. The solo violin

THE LEASEHOLD SYSTEM. 


SETTING UP OF A TRIBUNAL 
ADVOCATED. 

Mr. Higginbotham said that while he 

ognised the fact that the leasehold system 

ide it easy for a prospective builder to 
purchase a site in fee-simp e, yet the number 
of instances he had met with during a long 
practice in Dublin of the trouble arising 
when leaseholds expired, or were nearly expir- 
ing, and the injustice which arose for want 
of a tribunal with powers to extend the 
ordinary justice of the law to matters of such 
importance, was a matter which had a bad 
effect on business and manufacturing interests, 
and made one realise that to create an 
authority, with full power to give justice 
to all persons having interest in house pro- 
perty and land in connection therewith, was 
an absolute necessity for the progress of the 
country. 


THE OCCUPYING TENANT. . 

He was opposed to the prevalent opinion 
that the occupying tenant of a house had 
preferential rights, as the man who actually 
put his money into building the house would 
have his interest confiscated if the occupying 
‘enant alone were given by legislation the 
ight at the termination of the original lease 
o obtain an extension direct from the ground 
wner. As he was frequently consulted by 
usiness firms, as well as by landlords, to 
advise as to the value of head rent, interests, 
reversions in leasehold property, he was con- 
vinced of the damaging effect which the 
present system had on every business which 
was subject to the leasehold system. These 
difficulties could be avoided by giving power 
to a Court to settle all matters arising out 
of the ownership or occupancy of real estate. 


CONTROL. i 

Answering the Chairman, he said that 
control was ruining the building trade. More 
houses would be built and rents would be 
cheaper if control was gradualiy done away 
with.

THE RENT AOT. 

Certain owners declared that the Rent 
Restrictions Act had been the greatest barrier 
to the building of houses, but these state- 
ments were not true. A great hardship had 
been caused by the reduction of the number 
ef houses subject to the provisions of the 
Increase of Rent and Mortgage Act, and the 
position would be very much aggravated in 
next June, when the houses controlled would 
be reduced to those under £30 and £25 re- 
spectively. He suggested that the control of 
all houses not exceeding £60 in valtiation be 
continued until June, 1932, after which the 
gradual decontrol could take place. 
~ Tenement occupiers were harshly treated by 
owners as regards excessive rents. The 
average room in the slum “Quarter was 
6s. 6d., the owner receiving in rents from the 
tenants an average of £3 10s. a week, although 
the standard rent did not exceed £40 per 
year. No owner should be entitled to any 

nt during the period in which the house 
vas not in perfect sanitary condition, and 
should not be entitled to increased rent in 
respect of expenditure for sanitary repairs. 

RATES. 

As to rates, he suggested that, instead of 
the present system of assessing rates on the 
valuation of tenement houses, a tax should 
be assessed on the income derived by the 
owner, 

\s regards sub-letting, he suggested that 

here the tenant or his predecessor had been 
sub-letting prior to 1914 the tenant be 
allowed to continue the sub-letting, without 
requiring the landlord’s consent, and where 
the first sub-letting was after 1914 the owner 
entitled to an additional increase 
on the standard rent as com- 
tion for any extra depreciation due to

SUB-TENANTS.

with the great facts of God, and God’s 
revelation. Then, with - head knowledge 
would develop the personal knowledge which 
could only come from communion and com- 
panionship with God. - The glorious goal of 
all religious education was just’ the personal 
knowledge of God, which wag nothing less 
than eternal life.

Some steps 
should be taken to stop the sale of such eggs. 

Mr. Archdale. said that the Ministry of 
Agriculture could not stop the sale of such 
eggs; but they could prevent the sale of them 
as “Irish eggs.” He did not think that 
liquid Chinese eggs could be considered Irish 
eggs. 

Captain Gregg, M.B.E., said that if the 
Ministry of Agriculture could not interfere, 
perhaps the Ministry of Home Affairs could. 

Mr. Archdale said that 4he Imperial 
Government was becoming stringent about 
the kind of raw stuff imported now, and per- 
haps some action would be taken in the 
respect stated

BISHOP’S FEARS. 

Preaching in the Cathedral, Ennis, yester- 
day, the Most Rev. Dr. Fogarty, Bishop of 
Killaloe, said—‘‘The great martyr of man- 
kind is our Lord. He died, not for one, but 
for all. The ‘ white-robed army of martyrs’ 
that adorn Christian history have grown 
around His Cross as sprouts from His sacred 
blood. They began with St. Stephen; they 
continue down to this day, to the latest 
martyr in China. That great country is for 


us all, not for any interests of trade or com- 
merce that we have there, which are none, 
but for the stipreme interests of the Gospel, 
which are common to all races and transcend 
all limits of nationality. The political up- 
heavals now shaking that semi-continent may 
involve our Catholic missions there in at least 
temporary destruction; for, when ' popular 
feeling in a world of so many millions as 
China takes.on an anti-Christian temper, as 
it may do at any moment, we can only fear 
the worst for the priests and nuns; schools 
and charches, and Christian converts asso- 
ciated with our Catholic missions there. That 
worst may happen any day. ' 

““Already many missions have had to be 
closed down in tears and blood. The Powers 
of this world can summon their battleships ; 
we can only wait on in Christ and in prayer 
and patience. It has been always so. The 
spread of the Gospel from the days of St. 
Peter onward has had its ups and downs, its 
alternations of success and tragedy, until it 
pleases God to make it trinmphant where and 
when He listed. To that Heavenly Father we 
turn with prayerful resignation to grant peace 
to China and safety to the devoted missioners, 
and especially to our own from treland— 
Dalgan and Cahircon.”

ALLEGATIONS AGAINST 
NAVAN, SOLICITOR.

At a Special Court in Navan last Satur- 
day, Mr. Timothy C. Crinion, formerly a 
solicitor practising in Navan, 'was brought 
up in custody charged with, as alleged, 
converting to his own use sums of money 
stated to have been received from various 
clients. In addition to the charges pre- 
ferred against the defendant at the initial 
hearing of the case, Mr. Steen, State 
solicitor, who prosecuted, asked leave to 
add four additional counts, involving 
£1,700, money said to have been received 
from Mary A. Tuite in connection with the 
estate of Patrick Tuite, deceased. 

Mr. Steen intimated that there were 
other cases to be investigated. The hear- 
ing lasted the entire day, and the prisoner 
was remanded to the next Navan Sessions. 


THE EVIDENCE. 

Mr. M. Walter Honey, 18 Ensly terrace, 
T.ondon, W.C., deposed that he had a business 
premises in Navan prior to March, 1926, 
when he sold his interest. Mr. Crinion acted 
ag his solicitor at the carriage of the sale, 
which was by private treaty, after an abor- 
tive sale. Witness received the purchase 
money, £1,200. Witness then in March, 
1926, purchased premises in New Pallas, 
County Limerick, from Edward Fitagerald for 
£1,500. He paid the deposit, £325, to Edward 
Fitzgerald, and again retained Mr. Crinion as 
his solicitor. He sent Mr. Crinion on 18th 
May, 1926, a deposit. receipt for £975 on the 
Munster and Leinster Bank, Doon Branch, 
Co Limerick. Witness never received back 
any portion of that money. He was in pos- 
session of the premises in New Pallas, but had 
to give wp possession in November, as the 
purchase was incomplete, and he instituted 
proceedings against Mr. Crinion in respect of 
the £975, and he recovered £4. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Shiels, solicitor for 
defendant—-Witness said that Mr. 
had carried out a number of transactions for 
him prier to this in Navan.satisfactorily. Of 
the deposit of £3525, he received from Mr. 
Crinion £250. The only money he ever paid 
Mr. Crinion for costs was £20. He owed Mr. 
Crinion a considerable amount as a counter- 
account 


A MORTGAGE. 

To the Court—Witness had obtained: a judg- 
ment. mortgage against Mr, Crinion, and had 
registered it. He took steps to recover this 
money in the civil court before setting the 
criminal law in. motion. 

Mr. Denis Nolan, manager of the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, Navan, gave evidence as 
to the identification of bank drafts. 

Miss Bridget McKeever, Balreask, Kilmessan, 
said that she got the deposit receipt from her 
sister, Mrs: John Sheridan, of Ringlestown, 
before she died. The receipt was for £2,500. 
Mr. Crinion asked her to sign the deposit re- 
ceipt on the back, and she did so. She gave 
him no instructions as to what to do with the 
deposit money. He told her to pay the small 
debts and leave the big ones to him. She 
never obtained from Mr. Crinion the amount 
of the deposit receipt or the cash, or any part 
of it. She saw the letter from Mr. Crinion 
dated 6th December, 1925.. The signature on 
that letter was not hers. 


LEGACIES. 

To Mr. Shiels—She did not know whether 
or not a number of legacies under the will 
of h.- sister had been paid. She believed 
that some of the charitable bequests—those 
for Masses—were paid. 

Mr. J. Broderick deposed that he was 
manager of the Hibernian Bank, Navan, 
since August, 1925. There was a joint ac- 
count in the bank in the names of Julia 
Sheridan and Bridget. McKeever. The de- 
fendant. Timothy C. Crinion, had an account 
in his .bank also. The account showed a 
debt due to the bank. He remembered the 
defendant calling to the bank on 16th De- 
cember, 1925, and producing the deposit 
receipt already referred to, endorsed 
“Bridget. McKeever, 

Mr. Francis Sheridan, farmer, Cannistown, 
deposed to the date of the death of his aunt, 
Juli Sheridan. He and Thomas Sheridan 
were appointed executors. A few days after 
her funeral he and Thomas called to Mr. 
Crinion’s office. Mr. Crinion read portion 
of the will. They swore an affidavit. They 
employed an auctioneer to sell the stock and 
effects. An auction was held about six 
weeks after their aunt’s death. Witness 
neve: received the proceeds of that auction. 

Witness further stated that Mr. Crinion 
never obtained probate of the will for him.

WATERFORD JAIL 
ESCAPES. 


ARREST IN ENGLAND AFTER 


31 YEARS. 

A man stated to be Aidan Kirwan, labourer, 
Ferns, Co. Wexford, who escaped from Bally- 
bricken Jail, Waterford, on November 24th, 
1923, was arrested during the week-end from 
a description by English police at Earlestown, 
in Lancashire. e was handed over to 
Sergeant Byrne and Guard Boyle, who took 
him to Waterford on Saturday. 

Kirwan, who would be about 27 years of 
age, was ‘andergoing a sentence of three years’

VERDICT AT INQUEST ON 
CONNEMARA MAN. 


Owing to a misunderstanding between 
the Civic Guards and the Galway Central 
Hospital, when Mr. J. S. Conroy, Coroner 
for West Galway, arrived at the Lospital to

The Danger to Sport. 


Last Saturday may be said to have 
brought the Rugby football season to a 
close. An exciting series of international 
contests culminated in .France's narrow 
defeat of England. At home. Lansdowne 
wrested victory from Dublin University in 
the final contest for the Leinster Cup, and 
now only the fights for the blue ribbon of 
the provinces remain to be decided, . The 
defeat of England by France was due, 
in á measure; we may believe, to the 
influence of the genius loci. France had’ 
been beaten by Ireland, Wales and Scot- 
land; this was her last opportunity of the 
season, and. every French player . was 
spurred to gigantic efforts by the cheers 
and appeals of a great gathering of his 
fellow-countrymen. Twickenham, too, 
and Lansdowne road and Murrayfield— 


** know well the long, stern swell 
That. bids the Romans close.” I 


At many a critical moment, at Lansdowne 
road the urgent exhortation, “ Feet, 
Ireland, feet!” from fifteen thousand Irish 
throats has turned a desperate conflict. in 
Ireland’s favour. In the main, however, 
the French team owed its victory to its 
own skilful and. resolute play, and all 


‘lovers of Rugby must rejoice thereat ; for 


this triumph, picked from the very toes of 
doom, will give a most welcome stimulus 
to the fortunes of the game in France. 


[ Ireland has every cause to review the past 


season with ‘satisfaction and pride. Her 
club footbaH has flourished exceedingly ; 
the schools have produced many promising 
youngsters who, when their time comes, 
will toss the live torch on. As the result 
of the international .matches Ireland is 
bracketed - for first place with. Scotland; 
and everybody knows that a half-ounce of 
luck at Twickenham might have endowed 
her with the Triple Crown. 

: Cambridge won the University boat race 
on. the Thames, last Saturday, by three 
lengths after a ding-dong struggle. Some 
people will: be disappointed with ‘this 
result because it has failed to give the 
expected support to their dirge concerning 
the alleged decadence of Oxford. During 
the last few years Oxford has not enjoyed 
her customary success in sport. She has 
won the boat race only once since the end 
of the war, and she was __ over- 
whelmed in her..recent athletic contest 
with Cambridge.

France’s Need of Men. 


When the story of Napoleon's conguests 


time might of France and wonder how she 
could over-crow a continent. They think 


that in the eighteenth century, and. well 
into the nineteenth century, her teeming 
population, by ‘contrast with the withered 
“peoples around her, gained a tremendous 
advantage. She was then by fat the most 
humerous nation of the West. To-day she 
has shrunk virtually to the numerical 
poverty of a small Power, A mighty 
prestige, intellectual vigour, courage, 
wealth and powerful armaments main- 
tain her pre-eminence among the Con- 
tinental States ; but her patriots, watching 
the dwindling of her people, while her 
neighbours increase and multiply, think 
gravely of her future. Since 1914, as the 
figures of the last census reveal, the popu- 
lation of France has increased slightly. 
The increase, however, is due wholly to 
immigration. The Paris Correspondent of 
The Observer declares that there has been, 
since 1914, an actual. decrease of French’ 
citizens, as. distinct from inhabitants, of 
over 2,000,000. Before the war the small- 
ness vf French families was alarming. The 
war slew a large proportion of French 


the race almost to the point of danger to 
survival. High mortality among infants 
imposes a heavy toll on the nation’s 
vitality, and is increasing. . Inheritance 
laws, which oblige testators to divide 
property equally among children, more- 
over, ate said to discourage the rearing 
of large households, In face of these 
difficulties and perils the French Govern- 
ment has been urged to make up for a 
diminishing native population by simpli- 
fying the -naturalisation of immigrants. 
If native Frenchmen grow fewer, say the 
advocates of this policy, let Frenchmen 
be made of foreigners. Already foreign 
immigrants supply the man-power for 
industry and agticulture. Italians reap 
French harvests just as migratory labour 
from Donegal and Connaught, reaps the 
fields of Scotland. Belgians toil in French 
factories. If these visitors do not become 
French citizens, they cannot be made 
liable for military service. A measure 
which is before the Chamber of Deputies 
proposes many inducements to strangers, 
not merely to seek employment or to 
settle in France, but to take out. 
naturalisation papers. Natuyalisation—if 
the bill passes into law—will be. made 
‘easy, and children horn of French 
mothers will be claimed as French citizens 
irrespective of the claims of the countries 
to which their fathers belong. Proud 
France promises to-day to become the 
United States of the Old World, Ot the 
Frenchman of to-morrow it may be said, 
Fit, non. nascitur, ) 


Aerial War on’ Pests. 
From the days when the cave dwellers 
‘of the Stone Age struggled against n.ghty 
beasts now extinct, man and the brute 
creation have been at war, To-day only 
in some dwindling areas of the earth’s 
surface—the forests.of Brazil, the remote 
| jungles of Burma—does man’s supremacy 
await assertion. Down the ages, however, 
another war has been waged with less 
success. In the insect kingdom man’s foes 
have thriven despite his.sternest attacks. 
Methods of wholesale destruction, such as 
artificially produced bush fires, have slain 
friends as numerously as enemies, and to- 
day entomologists declare that, if the 
balance of Nature is to be altered in 
man’s fÍavour,; man must. work. with 
cunning as well as slaughter...

PROTECTION OF WILD 
BIRDS. 


THE FARMER'S: FRIENDS. 


(By Prercy A. Larttz) 
As a professional soologist,. may I. be per- 
mitted to plead the cause of the wild 
birds? ‘I shall endeavour to prove that the 
protection of wild birds is desirable, not 
merely from a sentimental standpoint, but 
from an economic standpoint as well. For 
scientific reasons, I had occasion to examine 
the stomach contents of a number of dead 
birds belonging to numerous species. I had, 
therefore, quite an opportunity to ascertain 
the exact nature.of their diet. The ac- 
cumulated data provided a truthful guide, 
and not a hazy impression resultant upon 
hearsay. Wins | 
For convenience I shall name the birds by 
their popular names and arrange them 
alphabetically. Time and _ space compel 
brevity. It should be insisted that birds 
resembling the:greenfinch, which may be re- 
garded as troublesome to man because of its 
preference for seeds, berries and grain, are 
very useful during the breeding season when 
they feed their tS a totally different 
diet to the one they themselves enjoy, Thus, 
the parent-birds collect large quantities of 
insects and caterpillars, which are greedily 
devoured in large quantities by the ever- 
hungry .nestlings. There are other birds 
which are above suspicion during the total 
period of their brief span of life—birds 
which are unquestionably the farmer's best 
friends, as will be better appreciated for 
the reasons enumerated below. 
Basw Owt.—Is one of the most useful 
birds in every. country; it feeds princi- 
pally on mice and rats. . This type of 
rodent is responsible for the loss of millions. 
of pounds yearly, besides being, a carrier of

Biacksrrp.—Its~ food consists - chiefly’ of 
snails and worms. 
Brack-Hzapep Gutt.—Although feeding 
on. almost anything, it shows,a decided pre- 
ference for insects, grubs and worms, ‘as its | 
reserice, following the plough in large num- 
s-and swooping down on the newly-turned 
furrow, will bear testimony. At sea it 
feeds upon small fish, ~~ 
Common Buzzarp.—This is a very _bene- 
ficial hawk, its. food consisting chiefly. of 
rats, mice, reptiles, and. occasionally car- 
rion, About two months ago, reports ap- 
peared in the Irish Press giving an account 
of a plague of mice which .overran Cali- 
fornia, due to the shooting of the birds of 
prey which were their natural enemy. 
‘" Cucxoo.—While fond of the adult insect, 
it is very partial to caterpillars. 
Cuntew.—During the summer months 
this bird is found frequenting the moor- 
lands in search of insects, worms and 
berries, while in the winter it goes down to 
the shore, digging the sand for marine 
worms, etc. 
Corn Craxz.—It is a destroyer of insects. 
GoLprincH.--This is one of the most use 
ful birds, living on the seeds of weeds— 
e.g:, on groundsel, dandelion, and more 
especially the thistle. Of the thistle, it is 
said, “one year’s seeding—seven years. 
weeding.’’- a : 
Lapwing OR Green Prover.—It would 
be difficult to find a less harmful and more 
beneficial bird than this, which lives ‘prin- 
cipally on insects, worms, grubs and snails. 
In. its stomach has been found the small | 
water-snail which acts as the carrier of the 
dreaded liver-fluke larva. —lts importance 
to all classes of agriculturist; but especially 
to the flock-master, is 'heyond dispute. 
Macprz.—-It. displays a: preference for 
animal food in the nature of insects and 
mice. ; 
Rosin.—It is a greedy feeder, living on in- 
sects, caterpillars and worms. 

K.—It is omnivorous in its habits. 
Furthermore, it is a great digger, exposing 
ground insects, such as the noxioua wire- 
worm and the equally destructive leather- 
jacket, also the cockchafer larva. It also 
eats field mice and carrion, and is often 
found searching rubbish heaps. The 
annoyance which it causes by occasionally 
eating small quantities of corn is negligible 
when compared with its general usefulness. 

Stones CuHat.—It is entirely imsectivorous. 
Srartinc.—These birds are big eaters, and 
will devour almost anything, including in- 
sects, worms, carrion, Fruit and berries. On 
the whole, the starling is beneficial. 
Swattows.—They are insectivorous, the 
insects being caught on the wing.- 
Tarvusa.—The; food of this bird consists 
of worms and snails. Frequently the thrush 
can be seen actually pulling the worm out 
of its burrow, while the snail is carried to 
some chosen stone, where it is smashed into 
pieces of suitable size for swallowing.

SHANGHAI'S 
PROBLEMS. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

That the present situation in Shanghai 
cannot continue indefinitely is generally 
realised; for business’ is paralysed and 
foreign firms are going bankrupt owing to 
an almost complete cessation of business 
intercourse with the Chinese. . 

The banks have refused to extend credits, 
and this means that mahy small foreign 
firms, chiefly agencies of foreign manu- 
factures, are bound ‘to close their busi- 
nesses shortly owing: to: the shortage of 
capital, while the larger firms are cutting 
down their staff to a minimum. 


SHORTAGE OF SILK. 

Firms exporting Chinese raw’ products 
are also experiencing difficulty in obtain- 
ing cargoes from the interior. The silk 
business is particularly affected, and the 
Silk Guild explains that it is virtually 
impossible to secure cocoons from the 
interior, and a disastrous year is fore- 
c~sted 

Owing to the barricades about the city, 
which shut the foreigners in as well as keep- 
ing the Chinese out, the congestion is becom- 
ing unbearable,’ as the streets are jammed 
with tracks nd military transport, which 
prevent the shipping of cargoes and 
handicap military -movements. | 
The foreign force at Shanghai now 
exceeds 30,000, and when additiona] units 
arrive the figure will probably reach fifty 
thonsand: This is virtually double the 
foreign population of the city which the 
forces are intended to protect. 


HOTEL GHARGES INCREASED. 
The-general business depression is further 
aggravated by the rapid. increase in 
rentals, which have jumped 30 per cent., 
while hotel charges are soaring daily. 

In addition to the ordinary troubles of 
foraien business houses, due to the 
stoppage of business: and the enforced 
drafting of the foreign staff for volunteer 
defence units, the Shanghai Municipal 
Council announces a local tax increase 
from 12 to 16 per cent., based on the 
monthly rental value. This means that a 
house which is rented at £20 a month 
must now pay over £3 a month in taxes. 
a result of this situation prominent 
business men. forecast that, if the present 
armed situation exists a year, loca) courts 
will be jammed with liquidation actions, 
as it is impossible for any firm, excepting 
those supplying military goods and army 
stores, to continue. The remainder, they 
say, will be fought to the wall.

DR. STINNES IN SEARCH 
OF A FORTUNE. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDEN. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

“I think there is plenty of scope for 
an ambitious man in the new world,” said 
Dr. Edmund Stinnes, in an interview 
in the: course of which he spoke of his 
intention to leave Germany as soon as 
i possible to try to build up a fortune 
either in the United States or in one of, 
the South American States—he had not 
yet decided which. ' 

“There are many other countries in 
the world besides Germany and the United 
States, and there are other things besides 
money making,” remarked the eldest son 
of the late Hugo Stinnes, at one time Ger-. 
many’s most powerful industrialist and 
richest man, with. vast interests in coal 
mines, steel works and shipping. 


AOMIRES AMERICA. 

When Hugo Stinnes died a couple of 
years ago his properties and interests 
passed into the hands of his widow, and 
shortly afterwards most of them were sold. 
Family differences ensued, and Dr. 
Edmund Stinnes decided to break loose 
and tó start-on his own in the new world. 

He is a great admirer of American 
business methods and ‘efficiency, which he 
thoroughly investigated during a six 
months”-tour of the United States last 
year. 

Dr. Stinnes is at the same time by no 
means of the opinion that Europe is 
‘** played out ” for the ambitious business 
man. On the contrary, he regards 
Germany as very prosperous at the present 
time, though he is doubtful whether this 
‘prosperity can last in view of the heavy 
payments which have to be made as repara- 
tions under the Dawes scheme. 


REMAINING A GERMAN. 

Dr. Stinnes said that, although he was 
leaving Germany for good,. this did not 
mean that he would not sometimes visit 
his native land and do business in it. 
He denied that he intended to renounce 
his Gernian nationality ; he was proud to 
-be a German, he said, and intended to 
remain one. 

Dr. Stinnes wil] leave behind in Ger- 
many a wife and two small children, wh> 
are.well provided for. His brother Hugo, 
with whom he has not been on good terms 
for some time, wil) remain in Germahy 
to look after the Stinnes’ interests on 
behalf ‘of his mother. ' 

Tae imillionaire’s son, who is only 31, 
séis out on his venture to a foreign 
country to start life afresh, and make a 
fortune .with the same optimism with 
which his father, as a youth, set about to 
become Germany’s richest man, and 
succeeded. :

Res Ae ADRIGOLE, Sunday. 
From -Glengarriff to Adrigole, in the 
wild and barren West Cork country, and 
far beyond it to Berehaven, people are 
existing in conditions “which are a dis- 
This 
is no exaggerated statement. inspired by 
any propagandist motive; it is the result 
of two days’ investigation which I have 
made on the spot. The wonder, indeed, 
ip. that a fate like that which befell the 
unfortunate Sullivan family, four of 
whom die} of staryation unknown to their 
neighbours,’ has not overtaken many 
others. : 

Not want, merely, but abject poverty, 
is the condition of many of the people 
here. I have found as many as six 
people—father and mother and four 
children—sleeping in a bed with very 
scanty covering, and scarcely any food in 
the house. I have visited a ‘‘ shack ”’ 
where a consumptive young mother sat

l.). “[helpless in the corner, surrounded by her 
and * the i 


little ones, pale and delicate through 
underfeeding, and in the opposite corner 
slept three young pigs. In another house 
a little girl lay seriously ill with 
bronchial pneumonia amid surroundings 


|| which were all: against her recovery. 


These are: but-a few of the cases in 
which chronic poverty has worked havoc 
among the people...-I do not say that such 
conditions can be found within the entire 
area, but they do indicate that. immediate 
attention should be given to them. Bread 
and tea ind yellow meal, or flaked meal 
porridge, forms the stapie diet of the 
people, and these are always scarce. But 
for the credit given by the merchants, 
often without any. prospect of payment, 
the death-rate from disease, accentuated 
by starvation, or due directly to that 
cause, would be far greater. 


GENERAL POVERTY. 

Chronic poverty is the general condi- 
tion, and the. severe epidemic of in- 
fluenza has made matters worse. There 
is a poverty border line telow which at 
least fifty families in the Adrigole area are 
liting, little removed from complete 
starvation. The remainder of the people— 
a couple of hundred families—are just a 
shade above that line. The death of the 


| father or mother, sickness in the family, 


or the loss of a cow is sufficient to place 
the family below the line. | 

Even the schoolhouse at Adrigole, which 
ought to be a place where children could 
learn their lessons in comfort,‘ is a very 
primitive structure, with Lroken window 
panes. The children, nearly all of them 
bootless, walk miles. to. it. over rough 
‘roads. Last month influenza so seriously 
affected the attendance that the school 
has been temporarily closed. Of ninety 
toys on the roll the average attendance 
was fifty-five per cent., and one day only 
twenty-five, out of the ninety, attended 
school. 7 . 

Think, too, of the almost hopeless task 
of the teachers in these areas. No matter 
|how active and sympathetic the teachers 
may be, or how. keen at their work, 
children tired, hungry and cold make but 
a poor response to a teacher's efforts. It 
is heart-breaking work, but the teachers | 
carry on bravely despite all obstacles. 
What a difference one good meal a school 
day would make in the health and men- 
tality of these little ones! Such a meal 
is given free in other areas less badly 
hit. by poverty,. and there is no reason 
why it should not be given here. 


SQUALOR AND SPLENDOUR. 

It is difficult, indeed, to believe, tntil 
one goes into the “ homes” of the people 
and sees it for oneself, ‘that poverty could 
be so abject and extreme. Not even in 
the worst of Dublin slums do the condi- 
tions of the poor appal one eo much as 
here. Yet the district contains some of 
Ireland’s noblest scenery, mountain and 
glen, cataract and stream, all making 4 
glorious picture of rugged grandeur. The 
whole country is rich in natura] beauty 
and is the delight of the tourist. It is 
only the people who are poor. 

. Little oases of green intersperse the 
rocky hillsides, and where there is a patch 
of verdure there also is a house, roughly 
built of crudely-hewn stones. Sometimes 
the “house” has a chimney; often it has 
none. One “house ” that I entered had 
only a door, the sides of which were 
propped up with sticks. When you 
approach the houses the children, pale 
faced and big-eyed, ragged and hit-look- 
ing, but intelligent withal, will . run 
timidly indoors. Their parents, as a 
rule, are proud, without haughtiness ; but 
they regard their poverty as something 
consonant with dishonour. They do not 
want their neighbours to know that they 
are so badly off, and recently cases have 
occurred where destitute people have 
refused the relief proffered by the 
authoritis. Curiously enough; when the 
news leaks out that others have accepted 
relief, the barrier of pride is broken, and 
a greater willingnéss ‘to’ accept home 
assistance is shown. | 

SOME INSTANCES. ; 

I visited a dozen houses hereabouts, and. 
I have set down the cold facts as I found 
them... There is a group of homesteads 
at the foot of-the “Hungry Mountain,” a 
precipitous giant, over which; tepples an 
“ Basach,”’. or cataract, that is a: thing of 
sheer..delight—the joy of artists and of

Thus has been 
destroyed a valuable source of income to 
the peasants, who by this means, together 
with working theix,.small plots of land, 
were able to.eke“out af least a fair living. 
It must be said, however, that no peasant 
here, however industrious, could manage to 
wring from the barren wilderness atound 
him more than a mere pittance. Simply 
stated, there is not enough land for all. 

The view: is held -by others- that the de- 
parture of the British battleships which were 
regularly stationed along this part of the coast 
has removed a valuable market whereih the 
ga people got good prices for their little 
arm produce. Again, the coal strike of last 
vear had an adverse economic effect on the 
district. Some of the younger men during 
recent years have crossed to Wales and Scot- 
land and worked for a period in the coal 
mines, and were able to save sufficient during , 
their Rtay to pay for credits received from 
the local merchants. The coal strike, how- 
ever, prevented them from crossing last year, 
with resultant economic loss to the district. 
On the top ‘of this came the influenza epi- 
demic, which spread rapidly among a people 
whose constitutions were poor and under- 
mined by malnutrition and deplorable hous- 
ing conditions. 

THE BURDEN OF CREDIT. 

Most. of the familhes, as I have said, exist 
largely on the credit system, the balance fre- 
quently being carried over from generation 
to generation. Usually the eldest child of the 
famiiy' goes to» America, and by the remit- 
‘tances received from him about Christmas 
time debts ase paid, only further to accumu- 
late, This is why it happens that the fami- 
lies with vety young children are the worst 
sofferers. They have none to send them cash 
from America. 


PROBLEM OF WORK. 

Such, barely stated, is the.problem. Can 
anything be done t6 prevent more deaths 
from sheer want like that - :Tered by the 
Suilivan. fami”? “One thing 3s clear in con- 
sidering this question. .The people, although 
poverty stricken, are not demoralised. eir 
two great characteristics are honesty’ and 
sobriety. “I have been fifteen years in this 
parish,’’  declared' the Rev, Father Godley, 
“and I have never once seen a drunken 
peasant.”” That’ds a tribute to the innate 
goodness ef the people, who hardly complain, 
but suffer tribulation with a smile or a joke, 
with a fatalism that is almost Oriental. 

They are an industriovs people, and it is 
iu; this that one can see a gleam of hope, 
“ We want work; the other thing does not 
make men,” the father of a big family «1 
children said to me to-day. He works hard 
at his little patch of stomey soil, but little 
comes of it; and the seraggy animal which 
is called a cow gives-no miik. If he, gets 
a job he will do it. Cah jobs enough be 
provided? | 

In official returns these people are described 
as farmers, but many the iarms are no 
bigger, and they alwavs are less fruitful, than 
a Dublin artisan’s allotment. One man whom 
] met is glad to walk several miles to work 
on the httle garden of a local resident fcr 
» couple of shiliings; yet he is described as 
a farmer. 

Home assistance “is, of course, desirable, 
but it will net solve the problem. Jt “ia 
essential that the fund opened by the, Rev, 
Father Godley should be supported liberally, 
but charity is no panacea for the ills of the 
people, nor will the feeding of school children 
remedy chronic poverty, though it will give 
them a chance to grow into healthy men and 
women. These things ought to be done, and 
more. 

To-morrow a scheme of road repair, involv- 
‘ng an expenditure of £2,000, will be begun. 
This will absorb a number of men who badly 
need the work. There are also several small 
schemes whica*have" been Nsted"for considera- 
tion, and, whére practicable,. work should be

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CAUSES OF UNHAPPINESS IN 
THE HOME. | 
The happiness of the married couple was 
discussed by the Rev. Father Gannon, 8.J. 
in his fifth Lenten lecture on “' Matrimony’ 
at St. Francis Xavier’s Church, Gardiner. 
street, Dublin, yesterday, ' 
Beginning with the question: Are disap- 
pointment afd disillusionment inevitable? Le 
tracéd the various causes that lead to un- 
happiness... The first was a foolish, headlong 


ment. . This was often very blind, and 
brought together, not two affinities, but two 
ne palibilities, But the choice made being 
itrevocable, they had got to pray for the 
of mutual understanding and epost. 
IGNORING THE FACTS OF LIFE. 
The second, the universal human. illusion 
Of expecting too much froim life. The absurd 
atmosphere of romance, created by the mass 
of fiction youth devoured, was largely _ re- 
sponsibleforthis. The plain facts of life were 
ignored until too late. One never saw in real 
life men or women resembling the heroes and 
héroines of the love novel; and when young 
people were expecting impossible perfection 
they were steering for disillusionment, 
The third cause was some sudden, unex- 
ected disaster which fell like lightning, and 
eft a hitherto united couple shivering in a 
roofless house, at a hearth where nothing re- 
mained but dying embers. But this might be 
accounted rare,,or, where it happened, men 
and women had to face it with the fortitude 
under which they faced earthquake or 
pestilence, praying for patience to endure. 
DANGER OF “LITTLE TIFFS.” 
The fourth, and far more frequent cause is 
the slow friction, daily fretfulness, disagree- 
ments and worries. Trouble begins with 
‘little tiffs,’ as they are called, which, if not 
watched, multiply and grow more serious, 
until they lead to permanent estrangement. 
The remedy for all this is the greatest care 
on both sides, especially in the beginning. 
Bad cooking or housekeeping, on the one 
side; a return to old, habits of drinking, 
gambling and dissipation on the other, may 
vegin the trouble. And, again, the remedy 
in both cases is evident. |

In other classes of house- 
hold and general goods, and also dress 
material, however, e higher prices may 
cause ordinary buyers to. discard linen in 
favour of either cotton or artificial silk. 

The increase in foreign flax prices, if it 
lasts—and there is. every indication that it 
will—should encourage the Irish farmer to 
grow fiax, as now it will be a much more 
remunerative crop. 


IRELAND'S OPPORTUNITY. 

Linen manufacturers and spinners naturally 
do not like-the manner in-which they may 
be. “held up” from time to time by the 
supply and price of flax, and this applies to 
the Continental as well as the home linen in- 
dustry. Before the war, when Russia was a 
free market, producing large quantities of 
flax for export, there was always a good 
supply of raw material for the heavier 
qualities of linen goods. The Soviet market- 
ing organisation is in reality a huge ‘‘ com- 
bine,' which it is suspected has considerable 
influence in other Continental flax-producing 
areas. To secure an adequate supply of flax, 
free from this control, should be: the: aim of 
the linen industry. and therefore every en- 
couragement should be given to the Irish 
farmer.
